But if, through scolding; ana 
corrections, stuttering, becomern 
ingrained, bt is likely to persis’ 
throurh life and to defy ni) the 
treatments ever devised to over- 
come it. In the past tnese have 
included everything from 
surgery to hypnotism. Today. 
however, emphasis has shifted 
und it ts felt now that best 
resulis will be obtaincd by 
treating the parents rather 
than the child, particularly ‘in 
enurly cases. 


It Is of Orst importance tbat 
the child not be made aware 
that he stutters or is abnormal 
in any way. To this end, par- 
ents must be taught a more 
tolerant and less critical attitude, 


Among the caucs of carly 
stuttering ore over-stimulation 
nr pimpering, In this situation 
{t is Impossible for the child to 
relnx, und his nervous tension 
causes him to stutter. 


Over-concern on the part of 
the parents about the child's 
eating, plus efforts to force 
him to cat certiin foods,.may 
havo the same effect.

The Important thing for 
parents ty remember ju that the 
stuttering child should he given 
treatment as soon as the defect 
develops, because it can then 
be completely overcome.

How- 
ever, it must be remembered 
that when the child first learns 
to speak, he may stutter becnuse 
his thoughts are formed fneter 
than he can cxpras then. 
This must not be confused 
with real stuttering.

Until a bomb fell in the great 
City ralds of December 1940 
nobody knew that the wall 
existed.
